tain protests made against this ordi- 
nance, and there is one here present- 
ed by Mr. Schoen, acting as counsel- 
lor for several wholesale meat deal- 
ers. He claims the ordinance.is not 
workable and not practicable. I 
think that would be the proper thing 
to do. 


Mayor Gillen presented the follow- 
ing protest, which was read by the 
clerk: 


“To the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Newark. 
Gentlemen— The undersigned, com- 

mission merchants of this City, re- 

Spectfully protest against the adop- 

tion of ihe proposed ordinance re- 

quiring the inspection of meat, for 
the following reasons: 


1. It is impractical to inspect 
meats both before and after slaugh- 
ter. It would delay the slaughtering 
of cattle unless a very large force of 
men were employed to cover each of 
the abattoirs in which cattle are 
slaughtered. It would also diminish 
the supply of meats to the City of 
Newark which is now obtained from 
nearby farming country where they 
have no local inspectors to inspect 
the meat before it is killed. While 
the inspection of the meat after it 
arrives in Newark might demon- 
strate that it is absolutely good, yet 
it would not comply with the pro- 
posed ordinance because it had not 
been inspected before it was killed. 
The suburban cattle raisers would 
therefore divert their product to 
other cities and the supply in New- 
ark would be to that extent dimin- 
ished. 


2. "There is now, in the City of 


Newark, a system of inspection under 
the direction of the Board of Health 
and the proposed ordinance would 
merely duplicate work and amount 
to economic waste. . 


3. The time is inopportune for 
any laws or ordinanees which would 
in any way tend to affect the supply 
of so important a food stuff as meat. 
The provisions of the ordinance are 
not necessary to insure the proper 


quality of meat and yet they would 
tend to decrease the supply of meat. 


4. The proper enforcement of the 
ordinance as now proposed would 
require the employment of a very 
large number of men and would be 
an added burden upon the taxpayers 
at a time when the burdens of tax- 
ation are already most burdensome. 


5. It would be physically impos- 
sible for one inspector, or any small 
number of inspectors, to examine all 
the cattle slaughtered in Newark, be- 
fore they are slaughtered, without 
seriously retarding the supply of 
meats, While an inspector would be 
at one plant, inspecting the cattle 
before it was slaughtered, other 
plants would have to await the ar- 
rival of the inspector, remaining idle, 
and to that extent diminish the sup- 
ply of food stuff. 

Our protest is not made because of 
any objection to proper inspection of 
meats, nor because of a desire to sell 
unfit food stuff, but solely because as 
practical men in the business, we 
know that the ordinance as proposed 
is not practical unless a great num- 
ber of men are employed by the City 
in its enforcement.”

THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE CITY OF NEWARK 


DO ORDAIN: 


Section 1: Every person, company 
or corporation that does now or shall 
hereafter operate street cars on the 
surface of any street or streets within 
the limits of the City of Newark, 
shall, on every line of railway within 
said City whereon said cars are 
operated, run and operate such cars 
from both the inbound and outbound 
termini of the route of said car line 
or lines at intervals of not more than 
ten minutes apart between the hours 
of 6:30 a. m. and 10 p. m., and at 
intervals of not more than twenty 
minutes apart between the hours of 
10 p. m. and midnight. 

Section 2: Every person, company 
or eorporation that shall violate the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction forfeit and pay for 
every such offense, a sum not to ex- 
ceed Fifty Dollars ($50). 

Section 3: That this 'ordinance 


-shall take effect immediately.

TO THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK: 
It is my request that you pass on 

the ordinance, affecting the City of 
Newark, covering the following 
points for the purpose of making a 
distinct conservation of fuel and a 
regulation which will not discrim- 
inate against competitors in the same 
line of work, carrying out the re- 
quest of Dr. Garfield for the conser- 
vation of fuel, light and coal. 

1. АП office buildings, banks and 
buildings of a similar nature must 
not be heated on Sundays or 
holidays except sufficient to keep 

. them from freezing. 

2. All electric signs except direc- 
tional signs must go out and stay 

out for the period of the war. 
Also all display lights and all 
other unnecessary lights. ` 


3 А minimum of street lights will 
be allowed. 


4. Saloons and bars in hotels and 
clubs must close at 10 p. m. 


5. All wholesale, retail and other 
business houses and stores shall 
close at 5 р, ш. except markets 
and grocery stores, which shall 
close at 6 р. ш. on all days except 
Saturday night of each week and 
10 р. ш. on Saturday. | 

6. Dry goods, clothing, department 
and variety stores may remain 
open on Saturday night of each 
week until 10 p. m. 

7. Pharmacies may remain open 
after 10 p. m. for the sale of 
drugs and medical.supplies, but 
Shall not burn more than 100 
watts after that hour. 

8. Theaters, moving picture houses, 
bars, bowling alleys, billiard halls, 
public and private dance halls and 
all places of amusement shall 
close at 10 p. m. every night ex- 
cept Saturday. Theaters and 
dance halls may open earlier than 
usual. All places above mentioned 
shall be closed on Sunday.

Ordered referred to the Commis- 
sioners for eonference. 


Commissioner Archibald: 'The con- 
dition of traffic on South Street is 
getting so that it is almost as busy 
as Broad and Market Streets. Some- 
thing should be done to regulate the 
traffic conditions. South Street is a 
natural approach to Bay Avenue and 
during the day and night any num- 
ber of cars, jitneys and automobile 
trucks pass through this street. The 
centre of the trolley tracks is abso- 
lutely worn out. 

Commissioner Monahan moved that 
the matter be referred to the Director 
of Streets and Public Improvements 
and the Director of Public Safety. 

The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Mayor Gillen: І want to call your 
attention to the ice question. Only 
a short time ago a dealer in artificial 
ice laid off a number of hands and is 
now preparing to shut down as a 
result of the lack of ammonia. In 
warm weather ice is a very necessary 
thing, and if we are going to be short 
of. artificial ice every effort should be 
made by the city government to keep 
and store ice wherever it can be 
found. We might use our reservoirs 
at Cedar Grove and other places. I 
would suggest to the Commission we 
also take up with the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on National Defense the ques- 
tion of appealing to other agencies to 
formulate some comprehensive plan 
to keep and store a large amount of 
ice and have it ready for consumption 
in the summer. if it is true that the 
government is going to use а lot of 
ammonia for high explosives it is 
easy to see that there will be a 
searcity of artificial ice. 

After a discussion among the Com- 
missioners as to the feasability of the 

city undertaking such a project, Com- 
missioner Archibald moved that the 
matter be referred to the Commis- 
Sioners for a conference. 
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The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes:

Commissioner Raymond asked what 
disposition the Commission wished to 
make in connection with the Wan- 
aque development.
